A GRAND DEMONSTRATION. 

McCormick Hall was last evening the scene 
of the most enthusiastic and at the same time 
the most successtul political demonstration 
that has yet been furnished during the cam- 
paign in this city. It was a Republican rally 
of which the party should be and will be 
proud, for, though it may be matched be- 
tween now and election-day, it cannot be sur- 
passed. ö 

It was given under the auspices of that 
band of stal warts known as the Eighteenth 
Ward Auxiliary Club, which is composed of 
the best of the city’s business-men, whose 
Republicanism is not a matter of sentiment, 
but is based on the eternal logic of facts. 

‘The attractions were brilliant. The ora 
tors of the evening were Gen. Stewart I. 
Woodford, of New York, and Judge Tour- 
gee, of National fame and reputation. The 
tormer, the distinguished ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Empire State, once before, 
if not twice, spoke in our city; but the oc- 
casion was a special one,—a Soldiers’ Con- 
vention. To the majority of our citizens he 
was personally unknown; but long before 
his advent here he was known to be one of 
the stalwarts, whose reputation, gained both 
in the forum and on the battle-held, would 
insure him a greeting and a welcome worthy 
ot the Capital of the Republican Nortu west. 

Judge ‘lourgte’s fame as an uncompromis- 
ing Kepublican had long preceded him. His 
successful political novel, A Fool’s Er- 
rand,”’—the most successful, by the way, of 
any since the first appearance of “ Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,’’—found tuousands of readers 
here, and its talented author was in sypiril, 
if not in form, as well known to our people 
as if he had long been in our midst. This 
the more whetted the public appetite to see 
in the flesh one who had contributed

Artemus-like, when he has said a 
good thing, he gives the audience an oppor- 
tunity to thoroughly appreciate it, and when 
they do, and it is very seldom they fail to, 
generous bursts of laugiter invariably fol- 
low, during which the speaker preserves a

countenapee as unmoved as that of the 


Sphynx. His contrast of the two great po- 
lidcal parties was peculiarly happy because 
truthful throughout.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 30,—United 
Statés Marshal Dudley is just now one of 
the most abused politicians in the State.

The above extract from Mr. Bayard’s 
speech recalls his conspicuous appearances 
as representing the Eastern golditesin the 
Democratic party of the East. One wasin 
1875, when he sought to defeat the passage 
of the Resumption act by insisting that it 
should provide for the destruction of the 
greenbacks after they had been redeemed. 
The other was early in the opening of the 
present Congress, when he sought to divest 
the greenbacks of their legal-tender func- 
tion, which would have been equivalent to 
their destruction. 

If Senator Bayard and the Democratic 
capitalists whom he represented could have 
had their way in 1875, no provision would 
have been made for resumption, because the 
bill providing therefor would have been 
loaded down with a condition to which the 
Republicans would not have agreed—viz.: a 
requirement that after the legal-tender notes 
had been presented for redemption they 
should never be reissued, but canceled and 
burned, Ile was in favor of contraction to 
the fall amount of the 360 millions of out- 
standing greenbacks. He characterized 
the Republican proposition for resump- 
tion (which has proved to be so efficient and 
burdenless) as utterly impracticable and 
illusive. He denounced it as a scheme for 
inflation. Had he been able to carry his 
point, resumption could only have been 
reached through a process of contraction 
that would have been fatal to the business 
interests of the country. 

But, even after the success of the present 
system of specie-payments had been abun- 
dantly demonstrated by practical operation, 
Mr. Bayard, still representing the goldite party 
of New York and the Eastern Democracy, 
thought to get rid of the entire volume of 
legal-tender notes, and to reduce the debt- 
paying money of the country to the totally 
insufficient supply of gold alone. To this 
end he introduced into the Senate Dec, 3, 1879, 
and urged the passage of the following resolu- 
tion: That from and after the passage of 
this resolution the Treasury notes of the 
United States shall be receivable for all dues 
to the United States, except duties on im- 
ports, and shall not otherwise be legal- 
tender, and that any notes hereafter issued 
shall bear this subscription” (it. e., that they 
should explicitly set forth that they were not 
legal-tender). And Senator Bayard publicly 
laments even yet that he was not able to 
earry through this project for contracting 
the debt-paying currency of the country by 
nearly $360,000,000, and thereby making 
money scarce and dear, increasing the wealth 
of the rich, impoverishing the business-men, 
and oppressing the laboring classes. :

The variety show das taken possession of 
New York stage. A few years back I Wade a 
tour of the New York theatres. Comedy, drama, 
and tragedy occupied the bourds of the 8 
stages. The mounting and dressing 0 
the pieces excellent, the acting 
was fine, the large and ap- 

reciative. To-day minstrels and  buf- 
em occupy the temples of the drama. I don’t 
object to minstreis and buffoons. 1 like them. 
But I like them in their own balls. I enjoy Moore 
and Burgess in London, and the American min- 
strels in New York; but I should object to have 
Moore and Burgess on the stage of the Haymar- 
ket Theatre, just as I object to Haverly's troupe 
at the Fifth Avenue. A theatre is the home of 
the play,—the pulpit of the dramatist. It must 
ve a bad thing for New York when Edwin Booth 
has to seek fresh woods and pastures new, and 
Mr. Wallack finds himself without a managerial 
policy.” 

Mr. Habberton, the author of “Helen's 
Babies, a book which for a time became as 
much of a nuisance as “Pinafore,” has pro- 
duced a play called Deacon Crankett.”

Deacon Crankett,’ — that, 
is far more—bei smeared all over with Sun- 
day-school treacle, and completely saturated 
with cant. It really is not possible to give an 
adequate idea of the vacuity of this work. as 
combined with its insufferable assumption of 
self-complacent morality. The dramatic 
scheme of it, in so far as it has one, bas been 
taken from The Frozen Deep, and from Mr. 
Daly's * Pique.’ Not consciously taken, we dare 
say; for it would be violence to presume that a 
person capable of writi Deacon Crankett 
could possibly know anything about plays. or 
ever bad seen one, outside of a church vestry;
